I think svery indus- 
trious person should be entitled to 
acquire a home free from encum: 
brances---a home that 3s aciually his 
or her ywna. All people in my district 
I am sorry to gay, haye not been 
able to accomplish that. {t is only 
fair to say that they have been han- 
dicapped by artificial «onditions, 
which should have been and could 
have been altered for their amellora- 
tion, to some extent by the govern: 
ment, and to a greater extent by the 
people themselves if they had only 
seen it that way. And it may be 
added that during the war we learn- 
ed to live so expensively that wo are 
not willing to return to the old way 
egain, but I think we have got to do 
so whether we like it or noi. 


I do not believe there is a man or 
woman anywhere in the world who is 
more entitled to possoss a good home 
than the farmer and hig wife. I do 
not believe there is any more useful 
couple in this’ world and a couple 
more needed at the present time than 
the farmer and his wife.

Trench Silo

Construction 

“The method of constraction of 
the trench silo is simple. It consists 
of an excavation. on a fairly well 
Crained site, It is not 
cement or lumber, nor is it provided 
with curbing to permit the filling of 
the silo above the surface. [t is sim- 
ply an excavation, [t is about eight 
feet deep, sixtgen feet wide and can 
be as long as desired, depending 
j upon the size of the herd and the 
jtaalerial to be stored.

“The sunflower will see aside 
some of the objectiuns which might 
be raised to the othur ensilage crops 
Virst, it is superior to corn for dry 
areas, as it outyielas that crop dur- 
ing years of low precipitation. It is 
a crop which responds quickly to an 
increase in rainfall or to irrigation, 
as we have secured yields of over 34 
and a half tons of sunflowers to the 
acre on irrigated ground, while this 
season we secured a yield of 12 tons 
to the acre on dry land and during: 4 
very dry season. Second; on the 
other hand the sunflower crop ger- 
minates and grows ut a lower tem 
perature than corn, and resists frost 
in spring and fall, thus enjoying in 
this climate a much longer growing 
season than corn, 

“This crop, because of its weight 
per cubic foot, can be safely stored 
in the trench silo. Such a type of 
silo brings this class of fodder with- 
in the reach of thousands of dairy- 
men. It means more than this to 
many farmers, for many of them 
will now be enabled to engage in 
mixed farming, keep dairy cattle. 
and thus stay on the land and get 
on their fect, whereas prior to the 
advent of this crop they were fae- 
ing defeat and despair. 

Other Silos 

“Tn recommending the trench silo, 
J do not for a moment disparage any 
of the Lypes of silos now in tse as a 
means of stcring feed. They have 
one disadvantage, however, and that 
js that they cost money. The trench 
silo affords a method of storing feed 
which is inexpensive apart from 
Jehor, and most men who are stro 
pling to get on their feet are willing 


to make an expenditure of their own |

based on the above figures the 
‘ength of the silo required to accom- 
modate sufficient, feed for the herd 
ean be readily determined. ‘The cut- 
ting box was set up outside the 
trench, and « short length of pipe 
and the hood provided the necessary 
piping. The silage was (distributed 
and well tramped. This year the 
trench was filled only to the level of 
the ground, when it was well-cover- 
ed with straw from an old. stack 
bottom. I think it would be an im- 
provement to round up the. silage 
above the level of the ground a cou- 
ple of feet, keeping it well tramped 
for two or three days. When the 
silage has finished settling — the 
trench would then be approximately 
full. The straw or other covering 
to be used vould then be put on, 
The trench method of storing has 
kept the silage with practically no 
loss and the quality of the fodder, 
as | have already said, is first-class, 

Conditions Demand Economy. 

“Conditions demand the strictest 
economy in the handling of any of 
our fodder propositions, and if the 
dairyman is prepared toe do some 
manual labor in the way of cutting 
the crop by hand, the only equip- 
ment that he will require in order to 
provide his stock with ensilage in 
abundance is a cutting box, the pur- 
chase of which could be handled by 
the community or a vroup of far- 
mers, so that the cost would be a 
very small amount for each member 
of the “Sila Association” as it might 
be termed, 

“I conclusion | simply want to 
point out that this matter has been 
sufficiently tested to remove doubt 
us to its feasibility. We have at 
hand in western Canada means by 
which the cost of production of 
dairy preduets can be reduced twenty 
to thirty per ceat. in areas which 
have been dairying under former 
methods, which inclides practically 
all western Canada.

ON IMMIGRATION 


(Continued from) Page 1) 

ithe United States .will be glad to 
come back here if we'do what we can 
to nlleviate our present difficulties, 
They will find out that Canada is 
the best place on this earth for any- 
one who/wants to’ have a home: of 
their own; that they can get it more 
easily and) more quickly here than 
they. can anywhere else in the world. 
Many people are going to the United 
States, I know, but they are not go- 
ing on farms, in fact, they could hard- 
ly buy farms: there, considering the 
prices that lands are ‘being held for. 
Our land in Canada is just ag good as 
land in the United States; at least 
it is in the part of the country in 
which I live-—and I know of the con- 
ditiong in the United States because 
I have been from east to west and as 
far south as Mexico,. Hon. members 
will agree, therefore, , that I know 
what I am talking about. 


It will take a lot of money in sal- 


‘jaries for immigration agents to off- 


set what we have heard in this house 
during the last few days. If hon mem- 
bers want to make those statements, 
if they want to deliver speeches of the 
kind, I am willing that they should 
do so; I am not trying to control 
them. But as far as their statements 
go about the conditions that prevail, 


that I represent. They may be bad 
artificially, but the natural conditions 
the soil and the ‘climate in the dis- 
trict where I live, are equal to those 
in the country in which | used to live 
a thousand miles to the south. . Most 
people are afraid of the winters out 
in that country, Well, it is my ex- 
perience that the winter at Edmonton 
is easier to stand than ihe winter in 
Nebraska or Iowa where I lived be- 
fore I came here. 

I repeat, Mr. Chairman, that I have 
faith in Canada. Cannda is going to 
come out all right, but we may have 
to put Progressives on the other side 
of the house before’ we things 
right, I-hope our men will agree and 
work together until) we can impress 
upon Canada the need for the changes 
that we, have been asking.

The transformation of a fertile. egg, 
from one of the. utility breeds, to a 
laying pullet requires between six 
and seven months’ time. Pullets ' 
should begin laying by November,’ 
therefore the breeding pens should he 
mated by March and hatching com- 
menced early in April. For the best 
results, chicks from the utility breeds 
should be hatched during April.
